Housing. 


Although  normaJ.  Housing  Inseoction  vi'ork  is  not  carried  out 
because  of  the  'Ear,  it  has,  hov^over,  boon  nocessar^/  to 
schedule  certain  proraisos  for  action  under  Section  9  &  11 
of  tho  Housing  Act,  1936,  and  b^r  informal  action  a  number 
of  promises  have  boon  rcpairod. 


Filk  Inspection  of  Dairies  aad  Cowsiiods  lies  boon  carriod  out  and 
a  largo  pcrcG:atago  of  tlio  producors  aro  obtaining  accroditod 
licoiiGGS  follo^ving  thoir  premisos  boijig  brought  up  to 
standard.  Tho  ciuostion  of  more  olaborato  analysis  of  -ailk 
prodr.ocd  in  tho  District  is  being  considorod  in  conjunction 
y-ith  tho  Coi^nty  Council,  but  a  .  definite  working  schorio  has 
not  ‘'■’’ot  boon  carried  into  offoct.

Section  F. 

Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Infectious  Disease. 

There  ware  S7  cases  of  Diphtheria,  compared  with  S4  in  1941: 
four  of  those  y/ore  in  tho  Callington  District,  three  in 
Cal  stock  and  tTventi?-  in  tho  Millbrook  area;  these  latter 
occurred  in  tivo  outbreaks,  one  in  the  suramer  and  the  other 
in  late  JTovembor  and  December.  Eigjiteen  of  the  cases  had 
not  been  irvaunised.  Tiventy  v/erc  treated  in  Hospital;  there 
v/aa  one  death.  Two  of  the  cases  were  evacuees. 

There  were  seven  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  as  aga. inst  11  in 
1941  and  one  of  these  was  treated  in  hosnital. 

There  were  in  addition  43  cases  of  'iliooping  Cough,  8  of 
Er3^'sipelas ,  5  of  measles,  42  of  pneumionia  and  1  of  ^uer-eral 
PlTexia. 

There  V'las  one  death  f3:‘om  measles . 

Iimiuiii sation  of  children  against  Diphtheria  has  continued 
steadily  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  approximately  51»l^i 
of  children  under  5  and  61*8  of  children  between  5  and  15 
had  been  imiunised.  It  is  difficult  to  assess  the  exact 
percentage  beca^me  of  evacuees,  a  irrmber  of  who’a  now  have 
returned  to  thoir  homos. 

Tu.b  G  r  cul  os  is  .  There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases 
reported.  20  cases  of  Lung  Tuberculosis  i^ere  renorted, 

4  of  the:::,  being  obtai:.ied  from  death  returns;  hot  having  been 
previou.sl^^  reported  and  there  were  eight  oases  of  other  for:(i 
of  the  disease. 

There  r^ere  seven  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  of  "'he  Limgs  and 
two  from  other  t^/pes.
